No. 6-Pres./80.— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the “SENA MEDAL" /"ARMY MEDAL" to the 
undermentioned personnel for acts of exceptional devotion 
to duty or courage 

1. Major DAYA RAM (IC 11128), 

Army Ordnance Corps, 

Major Daya Ram, Officer Commanding of an Ammunition 
Company, was detailed to carry out the clearance of some 
ammunition points in the Northern Sector where the entire 
first line ammunition of Armoured Regiments was involved 
in a fire and subsequent explosion, The officer with his team 
organised the clearance in such a way that it was possible 
to rescue 136 tonnes of unaffected ammunition In the shortest 
possible time. He started lifting the dangerous unexploded 
shells, fuzes and other explosives with his own hand thereby 
setting personal example for his team. On three occasions, 
while he was carrying out demolition of extremely dangerous 
fuzes, an explosion took place causing Are. The officer, in 
the midst of danger to his life, carried on his job undeterred. 
He worked tirelessly for long hours under great mental and 
physical strain. On the night of 7/8th June, 1977, he work- 
ed on clearing the rail lines connecting Jammu Tawi and 
Pathankot, His ceaseless efforts to clear the rail lines of 
explosives during th e night, made it possible to resume rail 
traffic. 

Major Daya Ram thus displayed great courage, determina- 
tion, leadership and devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 

2. Major BRIJENDRA PRAKASH (IC 11055), 
Intelligence Corps. 

Major Brijendra Prakash has been commanding an infan- 
try Company, deployed in Nagaland since May, 1975. He 
established useful contacts with important underground per- 
sonalities in Nagaland by virtue of his tact, initiative and 
sincerity of purpose and created a good rapport with Central 
and State agencies, civil administration officials as well as 
local personalities. His hard work and efforts helped in 
obtaining the surrender of a number of important under- 
ground leaders. He personally obtained the surrender of 
three underground persons. He proved of assistance to the 
Government agencies conducting the negotiations with the 
leaders of the underground Nagas for the ’Shillong Accord . 

The Officer has also contributed to the creation of a favour- 
able image of the Security Forces in Nagaland, In the eyes 
of the underground by his tactful handling of Important hos- 
tile leaders as well as by his patient and helpful attitude 
shown to the villagers who came In contact with him. Many 
a time, the officer had to move unescorted and through diffi- 
cult terrain and adverse weather conditions, to personally 
supervise and motivate his subordinates and others in border 
and interior areas. 

Major Brijendera Prakash has thus displayed courage, ini- 
tiative, determination and devotion to duty of an exceptional 
order. ' ' ' r 

3. Major RAJENDRA PAL JAIRATH (IC 18791), 
Engineers. 

In February, 1978, a Bomb, Disposal Platoon was entrust- 
ed with the task of disposing of Japanese bombs of World 
War TT vin-tage dumped In Port Blair. Major Rajendra Pal 
Jairatb. Officer Commanding of the platoon, commenced the 
work during April. 1978. He carried out a detailed recon- 
naissance and made a careful study of the bombs and their 
mechanism. The disposal of the high explosive bombs was 
to be carried out in a manner that no damage was caused 
to the lives and property of the people living in the area. 

The officer Ruided the operation personally throughout. 
He decided to carry out a controlled blast in order to save 
civilian life and property. Having ensured maximum safety, 
he disposed off the bombs by demolition In a restricted area. 
As a result of his careful and meticulous planning, the blast 
and snb'nter rffec f s were restricted and there was no damage 
to civilian life and property. 

Tn this operation. Major Rajendra Pal Jairath displayed 
exemplary courage, remarkable presence of mind, determina- 
tion and devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 


4. Majoi KUNWAR RAMBTR SINGH TOMAR 
(1C 21693), 

Sikh. 

Major Kunwar Rambir Singh Tomar was serving a Wing 
Commander of an Assam Rifles battalion in South Vnnlai- 
phai area. On 16th June, 1977, information was received 
that anned members of a gang had crossed the international 
border. Major Tomar immediately moved his troops and 
intercepted the gang. As a result of this swift and deter- 
minded action, six^ insurgents were captured and a large 
quantity of arms and ammunition was seized. > 

In this action, Major Kunwar Rambir Singh Tomar dis- 
played undaunted courage, determination and devotion to 
duty of an exceptional order. 

5. Major RAV1NDRA SHARMA (MR 2356), 

Army Medical Corps. 

On 23rd April, 1977, two officers who were coming to Leh 
from Partapur in a jonga, were stranded near Khadunglc 
Pass due to heavy snow, On receiving the information, the 
Sector Headquarters despatched a team of three officers and 
five other Rank the same dny to rescue the officers. 

The rescue party was led by Major Ravindra Sharma, 
Senior Medical Officer of a Scouts battalion. The team 
travelled in a vehicle upto the place where the officers were 
stranded and thereafter proceeded further on foot. The tem- 
perature was well below’ zero degree and the intense snow 
blizzard had reduced the visibility almost to nil. One offi- 
cer and four other rank had to be sent back as they were 
exhausted due to severe cold and high altitude. It did not, 
however, affect the resolve of Major Sharma who, along with 
the remaining members of bis team, inched his way forward 
through waist deep snow. Braving all the odds, the party 
continued to move forward and reached the stranded jonga 
in the early hours of the next morning. The rescue team 
rescued the officers from the jonga. The rescued officers 
and the driver of the jonga had developed mountain sickness 
and, due to exhaustion, were in very low spirits. The courage 
of the rescue party, particularly that of their leader, instilled 
confidence and strength in them. They were helped to move 
back slowly to North Pulu. 

In this action, Maior Ravindra Sharma displayed exemplary 
courage, determination, leadership and devotion to duty of 
an excellent order. 

6. Major MANJTT SINGH (1C 25966), 

Maratha Light Infantry. 

On 17th February, 1978, a huge avalanche came down at 
Mana where a scouts company was located for operational 
deployment during winter. The avalanche caused heavy des- 
truction by uprooting and damaging many buildings. A 
building, which had a total of seven persons inside, suddenlv 
collapsed under the heavy weight of snow and debris caused 
by the avalanche. 

Major Manjit Singh, who was commanding the Scouts 
Company, heard a loud blast which shook his barrack and 
dazed him for a while. On learning that a big avalanche 
had struck at some of the ammunition and living barracks 
of his comoanv, he immediately collected some men and 
rushed to the site of the accident, His sole concern was to 
save the lives of his men who might have been trapped be- 
cause of the avalanche Although the avalanche was still 
active, lie reached the barrack where the seven men were 
buried and started the rescue work. Despite an iniury to 
hisi ankle, he continued his efforts for about an hour to re- 
trieve the individuals affected. He rescued five of them wh'le 
the remaining two managed to come out themselves. Of 
these five individuals only one could be saved. 

In this action Major Manjit Singh displayed courage, 
promptitude and devotion to duty of a high order. 

7. Major SHYAM SUNDER NARULA (TC 25088), 

Punjab. 

Maior Shyam Sunder Narula was the leader of a special 
patrol from Harsi! to Sugar sector during the month of Oc- 
tober, 1977. The nntrol undertook r cross country move- 
ment over extremely difficult and dangerous high altitude 
mountains on way from Harsh to Sugar sector and returned 
back through the same route in the month of October. 
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On 6th October, 1977, when the patrol was crossing the 
i.itnkhafyi pass over sleep rock slopes, a number ol' small 
ropes bid to hr tied to climb on top of I he pass. Naif 
Mohan Singh was the hist man to climb up to tile rope when 
one of the knots joining the ropes gave way and Naik Mohan 
Singh rolled down into a deep crevasse. Since all the mem- 
bers of the party had tdready reached the top of the pass, 
there was no on® at the base who could rcscuo Naik. Mohan 
Singh, Major Shyarn Sunder Narula, the leader of the patrol 
along with two other Ranks went down using ice axes to 
save their comrade. After two hours of gruelling efforts and 
despite continuous snow fall and blizzard, Major Narula 
succeeded in rescuing him. After giving necessary first aid, 
the individual was brought across the pass safely. 

in this action, Major Shyam Sundae Narula displayed 
exemplary courage, leadership and devotion to duty of an 
exceptional order.^ 

8. Captain ANJAN KUMAR BHATTACHARJEE 
(1C 32015), 

T adakh Scouts. 

Captain Anjan Kumar Bhattacharjee served with a Scouts 
battalion from October, 1975 to June, J977. He was deploy- 
ed at a high altitude post and, undeterred by severe cold, he 
accomplished every task given to him. He led four consecu- 
tive patrols to Karakoram pass during the period, covering 
approximately 180 Kilometres on each occasion. On one 
occasion an officer of the post fell ill and could not be 
evacuated for six days. Captain Bhattacharjee looked after 
the ailing officer devotedly and proved to be a great source 
of encouragement to the sick officer as well as to others at 
the post. 

During Captain Bhattacharjee’s stay at the post, the batta- 
lion undertook an expedition to Sati Kangri peak in Kara- 
koram Ranges. He was the deputy leader of the expedition, 
and was the driving force behind the success of the expedi- 
tion. During the climb, a comrade who had a dangerous 
was injured and became unconscious. At great risk to his 
own life. Captain Bhattacharjee rescued the comrade. 

Captain \njan Kumar Bhattacharjee thus displayed 
courage, leadership and devotion to duty of an exceptional 
order. 

9. Captain SYED YASTN (10 28990), 

Engineers. 

Captain Syed Yasin of an Engineer Regiment was employed 
in rescue and relief operations during floods in Midnapore 
District. West Bengal. He was ordered to rush to Ghattal 
town which was flooded by the waters of the Silal river. The 
road to the town was under water and the current was very 
fast. He loaded his boats and battled his way through the 
strong current. On the way, he heard cries of men and 
women perched on trees. It was already getting dark and 
Captain 1 Sved Yasin and his crew were fatigued. Despite this, 
the boat was steered towards the people who were desparately 
clinging to tree trunks. A rope was taken upto the nearest 
tree for securing the boat In chest deep water. Thereafter, 
the men and women were carried by jawans from these trees 
in chest deep fast running water to the boat and taken to 
safety to a nearby Beltala village. 

On reaching Beltala, Captain Yasin was confronted by a 
more difficult situation when he came to know that the road 
he had travelled by earlier, had got submerged under a sheet 
of water. He and his detachment were, therefore, completely 
cut off. The officer took a bold decision to reach the nearest 
Bund and march back to the main base. After an arduous 
march throueb chest deep water and along a narrow bund in 
the dark, he and his men reached safely to the base. He 
conveyed the news of the flood situation in Ghattal area and 
without loss of time, rushed back with supplies for his detach- 
ment. During this period, although he remained without rest 
and sleep for 48 hours, he stuck to his rescue and rehVf work. 
His determined efforts resulted in the rescue of hundreds of 
r ’ori ■ H- n’-o distributed 77 boat-IcMs of relief runplEx 
ilrnn- 1 hv ah in th" area of his opcralion. 

G'ml.i'n Syed Yasin thus displayed area* courage, determi- 
nation, leadership and devotion to duty of an exceptional 
order. 


10, Captain JUDE LAWRENCE CRUZ <SS 26451), 
Parachute Regiment. 

Captain Jude Lawrence Cruz was detailed as a Deputy 
leader ol an expedition to tho twin peaks of Mun and Kun in 
1 adakh in July, 1978. Even at the preparatory stag© of the 
expedition, his contribution in selection and training of the 
team, administrative preparations and establishment of the 
Base Camp, was praiseworthy. His mental robustness during 
the ascent was responsible for the buoyant atmosphere among 
the team mates which is considered essential for the success 
of such an assignment. He led the team up to the assault 
camp where the leader of the expedition collapsed and met 
with a tragic end. 

Thereafter, Captain Cruz assumed the leadership of the 
team and was faced with the difficult and delicate task of 
sustaining the morale of the team which had been adversely 
affected due to sudden demise of the team leader. The dead 
body of the leader was to be evacuated to the administrative 
base, a work which involved a descent of 3,400 feet. Tho 
task Was willingly undertaken by Captain Crui. He, single 
handedly, brought it down and returned to the assault camp. 
This act alone infused a new spirit in tho members of the 
team and, despite inhospitable terrain and inclement weather, 
Captain Cruz was successful in putting the entire team on the 
Kun peak, in one single day, a feat unheard of. 

In this operation, Captain Jude Lawrence Cruz displayed 
exemplary courage, determination, leadership and devotion to 
duty of an exceptional order. 

11, Second Lieutenant SUNIL CH.OPRA (TC 34538), 
Madras. 

On 2nd April, 1978, one of the Other Ranks, while return- 
ing after delivering the mail at a forward post, was swept by 
an avalanche. On receiving tho information Second Lieu- 
tenant Sunil Chopra alongwith a party of 15 Other Ranks, 
moved to the site of the accident. On reaching the site, they 
did not sec the missing lawan. He and one Other Rank then 
went down the cliffs with thri help of ropes. At one stage tho 
officer himself fell down and was almost going down the 
slope but was pulled back by the Other Rank with the helo 
of a rone. Undeterred, the officer proceeded further with 
courage but the body of the jawae could not be located and 
the search was discontinued that day because of the loom- 
ing darkness. 

Early in the morning, on the following dav, hr again led 
his men in search of the jawun. With the help of ropes, his 
party went down the slopes over loose rocks and after a 
search of nearly six hours, the body of the iawan was traced. 
As it wns not possible to bring the bodv ba$c over th^se 
slnnes, it was planned to bn'ng it by crossin e the river Sutlei 
which was then in spate. He managed to get th» rone across 
the river which helped the entire party, to cross the river with 
the body of the jnwan. 

In this action. Second Lieutenant Sunil Chopra displayed 
courage, determination, leadership and devotion to duty or 
an' exceptional high order. 

12. JC 34194 Subcdar Major MATHURA PRASAD, 
Engineers. 

Subedar Major Mathura Prasad joined tho Beas Sutlej Link 
Project on deputation in July, 1976. He was given an assign- 
ment which involved installation, erection, and welding of 
steel penstocks of Debar Power Plant along a hazardous 
route. For continued good progress in a difficult terrain, 
special skill and enthusiasm of the working force was essen- 
tial, He maintained an admirable progress throughout and 
deserves all the credit for the completion of the job entrusted 
to him. This enabled the commissioning of a long water 
conductor system joining Beas and Sutlej rivers in time. 

Subedar Major Mathura Prasad thus displayed courage, 
determination, professional skill and devotion to duty of an 
exceptional order, 

13. JC 66197 Subedar BISHAMBER SJNGH, 

JAK Rifles, 

Subedar Bishamber Singh was in Command of an isolated 
post, close to the T.ine of Control in the northern sector. The 
post' wns completely dominated by the Pakistani forward hue 
of defence. 
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In spite of all the constraints, Subedar Bishambcr Singh 
undertook regular patrolling and provided leadership to his 
men which deferred intruders into our territory. He also 
won the good will and confidence of the people on our own 
side to our positive advantage. His efficient and undaunted 
mode of functioning prevented violation of the Line of Con- 
trol in a significant manner. 

Subedar Bishambcr Singh has Hills displayed Lindaunted 
courage, initiative, determination and devotion to d Lit y of an 
exceptional order. 

14. 3C 48993 Subedar RAMA SHANKAR TIWARI, 

Mahar. 

On the 3rd August, 1978. the waters of the Sutlej uver- 
llowcd its bank on the side of Ludhiana District and caused 
large scale devastation^. A unit of the Mahar Regiment was 
promptly requisitioned to evacuate the marooned people from 
the villages surrounded by Ihe flood waters. Subedar RaniLi 
Shankar Tiwuri of ’his unit was with the boat being cox- 
swained by the Officer Commanding of the Unit. 

Due to submerged debris, navigation of the boat was diffi- 
cult. The propeller of the out-board motor, which struck 
against submerged debris, was damaged and (he boat with the 
rescue people in il, was left nt the mercy of the fast Rowing 
water. Subedar Rama Shankar Tiwuri, in complete disregard 
to his own safety, jumped into the water and, with the help 
of a rope, managed to pull the boat to safety. 

Jn this action, Subedar Rama Shankar Tiwari displayed 
exemplary courage, determination, initiative and devotion to 
duty of an exceptional order. 

15. ,(C 66476 Nuib Subedar KISH AN PAT. SINGH, 

Army Ordnance Corps. 

In June. 1977, Naib Subedar Kishan Pal Singh was detailed 
alongwitn an officer, for the clearance of an. Ammunition 
Point in the Northern Sector where fire and explosion had 
taken place. 

He Piled the dangerous ammunition with his own hand and 
removed it to the nearby site where it could be destroyed. 

By working ceaselessly for long hours under great physical 
and nn otal strain in the Face of extreme danger to his own 
life, he not only enabled the clearance of the site in a record 
lime, but was also instrumental in saving ammunition worth 
several lakhs. 

In this action, Naib Subedar kishan Pal Singh displayed 
exemplary courage, determination and devotion to duty of an 
exceptional order. 

16. JC 75907 Naib Subedar MANOHAR JOSHI, 

Kum non. 

A scouts battalion, located at Mann, was given the task of 
evacuating Sir Edmund Hillary who fell ill while scaling Nar 
Parbat during his ‘Ocean to Sky' expedition. On 14th Octo- 
ber, 1977, Naib Subedar Manohar Joshi was detailed to take 
out a patrol with first aid equipment, including oxygen cylin- 
ders, two stretchers, smoke candles and wireless sets to assist 
in the rescue of Sir Hillary. The task was extremely difficult 
and involved climbing from Mana to a height of 17,800 feet 
where Sir Hillary was then located. He left Mana on 15th 
October, 1977. and started climbing vertically on a route 
which involved steep rock faces, loose boulders and glaciers. 

He reached the place the same day and immediately provided 
first aid to Sir Hillary. He thereafter prepare an improvised 
Helipad by ramming the snow. Using smoke signals, he 
guided the Air Force Helicopter towards the improvised. heli- 
pad and helped in the successful evacuation of the' individual. 

In this action, Naib Suhed.ir Manohar Joshi displayed* 
•leadership, exemplary courage, determination and devotion to ' 
duty of an exceptional order. 

17. JC 78430 Naib Subedar KARNAJL SJNGH, 

Artillery. 

Naib Subedar Kurnuil Singh was detailed as Junior Com- 
missioned Officer- in-Chargc of a party to rescue the survivors 
of 13-UP-Tczpur Express which fell into the Beki river at a 
place between Rowta and Udalgiri on the night of 29 /30th 
May, 1977. He was entrusted with the task of rescuing 
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people from a compartment which was hanging in mid 
stream. Amid shouts of lamenting victims and without caring 
for his own life, he personally moved to and from the com- 
partment, secured by a rope, and rescued as many as twenty 
passengers most of whom wore women and children. 

In this action, Naib Subedar Karnall Singh displayed great 
courage, determination and devotion to duty' of an excep- 
tional order. 

18. JC 85996 Naib Subedar PHJI.1P MANTCKA RAJ, 
Engineers. 

Naib Subedar Philip Manicka Raj was Officer-in-Charge of 
a column sent for rescue and relief work during floods in 
Midnapore District, West Bengal, in October, 1978, He and 
his team worked relentlessly during that month under the 
most adverse circumstances and rescued 4,200 persons and 
distributed rations to 3,000 persons. On 10th October, 1978, 
at Dholagarh, while cairjing out rescue operations, he saw a 
woman and her two daughters wading through knee deep 
water. While moving forward, one of the girls suddenly 
went down! in the adjacent canal unknown to them. As none 
of the boats was in the vicinity of the boating point at that 
. me, Naib Subedar Markka Bn; Oiishsil through the water 
and managed to bring out the girl iTom down stream where 
,he lu.d been carried Ivr ’Ire swirling waters. The will was 
resuscitated and later evacuated to hospital. 

Naib Subedar Philip Manicka Raj thus displayed exemplary 
courage, initiative, leadership and devotion to duty of an 
excepiioual order. 

19. 1170959 Barrack Havildnr Major VADAKEVILA 
NARAYANAN SADANANDAN, 

Artillery. 

On 9th August, 1977, the flood protection bund on Drain 
No. 8 surrounding Juhjjar town, was cut by villager's to ease 
the water pressure on their side. Water started rushing 
towards Jhirjjnr posing a grave threat to Jhajjar town. An 
Artillery Regiment, located nearby, was rushed to the spot. 
Barrack Havildar Major Vadakevila Narayanan Sadanandan 
took charge of one cud of the breaeb along with his Uoops. 
They battled with the fury of the frenzied water to erect a 
xvooden framework and icinforoed it with sand bags thereby 
arresting the erosion. Thereafter, he worked continuously 
against the fast current by banging on to a rope, fixing and 
hammering long wooden poles into the bed of the drain till 
the framework was completed. Simultaneously, he directed 
the men under him to leinforee the framework with sand bags 
at vital points. He inspired his fellow jawans by his own 
example to work non stop till the breach was plugged and 
Jhajjar town xvas saved. ^ 

In this action, Barrack Havildar Major Vadakevila 
Narayanan Sadanadan displayed exemplary courages, determi- 
nation, leadership and devotion to duty of an exceptional 
order. 

20. 2851760 Havildar GANG A SJNGH, 

Rajputana Rifles, 

Havildar Ganga Singh was the second in Command of the 
special patrol, which was assigned the task of capturing an 
agent who was likely to intrude across the Line of Control, 
On the night of 6th August, 1977, the patrol moved out from 
a post in Poonch Sector stealthily over difficult route across 
a flooded nallah and laid an ambush. After some time, the 
patrol noticed an individual coming across the line of Con- 
trol. Unmindful of bis personal safety, Havildar Ganga 
Singh stalked forward and pounced upon the intruder. Tn 
order to escape, the intruder hit him with a stick, fracturing 
his finger, and jumped into the nallah. Tnspitc of the injury, 
Havildar Ganga Singh chased and ex'entually overpowered the 
intruder. 

In this action. Havildar Ganga Singh displayed exemplary 
cuurage, determination and devotion to iffity of Lin exceptional 
order. h 

21. 1177892 Lance Havildar RAM SINGH, 

Ai tillery. 

l.ance Havildar Ram Singh was detailed as in charge of a 
party which was organised to search and rescue the survivors 
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of the 13 UP-Tezpur Express which fell into the Beki river, 
near Udalgiri Railway Station, on the night of 29 /30th May, 
1977. He lead his party in heavy and continuous rains which 
flooded the entire area of his search. He saved the life of 
one injured passenger from the swollen Beki river at the risk 
of his own life. He was also responsible for the recovery of 
three dead bodies and a large number of arms, ammunition, 
equipment and other baggage. 

In this operation, Lance Havildar Ram Singh displayed 
exemplary courage, leadership and devotion to duty of an 
exceptional order. 

22. 1321862 Naik AJA1B SINGH, 

Engineers. 

On 2nd September, 1977, Bahulia, Khangaon and other 
villages of Demow area in Sibsagar District in Assam were 
completely submerged under flood waters. A detachment of 
an Engineer Regiment located at Dibrugarh was ordered to 
rescue the marooned people in these villages. 

While the detachment was moving in a storm boat, they 
heard shouts from the direction of a village. About 35 
women and children had taken shelter on a high mound locat- 
ed in the centre of the submerged village. The boat could 
not be taken closer than 30 yards from the mound, where the 
people stood in a state of panic, because of the danger of the 
boat getting entangled in slush and weeds. In the fast cur- 
rent, the boat was made stable by Naik Ajaib Singh with i 
three other standing in four feet deep water. Thereafter, as 
the women and children were not willing to wade through 
the water to reach the boat, two sappers held the boat and 
Naik Ajaib Singh carried the women and children on his 
shoulder from the mound and rescued all of them. 

Naik Ajaib Singh thus displayed great courage, determina- 
ion, leadership and devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 

23. 1440165 Naik MOHINDER SINGH, 

Engineers, 

In August, 1978, the river Sutlej was in spate due to heavy 
rains in its catchment area. The water had inundated large 
area of Ferozpur division creating havoc to the property and 
untold miseries to jibe people. Army help was sought on 5th 
August, 1978, for the evacuation of marooned people. 

Naik Mohindcr Singh was a member of an Engineer detach- 
ment detailed to move to the Makhu area in Zira Sub-Divi- 
sion for relief operations. He was incharge of a boat and 
was also operating the outboard motor. His outboard motor 
failed three times in a trip but by his intelligent handling of 
the situation, he successfully carried the evacuated persons 
to a place of safety. During the relief operations in Mallah- 
wala area, one of the sappers lost his life. Naik Mohinder 
Singh was called upon and willingly accepted to assist in that 
area. His fearless efforts and courage, won the appreciation 
of the people and the local administration. 

Naik Mohinder Singh thus displayed exemplary courage, 
Initiative, professional skill and devotion to duty of an 
exceptional order. 

24. 1177739 Naik LALJT BAHADUR, 

Artillery. 

Naik Lalit Bahadur was the Officer-in-Cbarge of a party 
detailed to rescue and search for the survivors of 13 Up 
Tezpur Express which met with an accident on 29 /30th 
May, 1977, near Udalgiri Railway Station. Due to heavy 
rains, the water of Beki river had deluged the entire area 
and at places it was chest deep. Naik Lalit Bahadur led his 
men to work in pouring rain and succeeded in saving five 
stranded and wounded passengers from one of the bogies 
which was partially submerged in water. He also organised 
the search of a vast area for any survivors, dead bodies and 
arms and ammunition of the passangers of the ill fated train 
and succeeded in recovering four dead bodies and a number 
of small arms, ammunition and equipment. 

In this action, Naik Lalit Bahadur displayed exemplary 
courage, leadership and devotion to duty of an exceptional 
order. 


25. 1326803 Lanco Naik RAMACH ANDEAN, 

Engineers. 

Lance Naik Ramachandrun was the section second-in-com- 
mand of the track construction party in a defended section in 
Tirhut area-. On 1st June, 1978, while in the process of track 
construction, one of the one ton trucks started rolling down 
the ditch, Lanch Naik Ramaehandran along with two more 
sappers jumped in and formed up behind the truck and tried 
to prevent the vehicle from rolling down. While doing so 
he realised that the vehicle could not be stopped and it was 
endangering the life of all the three soldiers. He immediately 
pushed his two comrades away from the vehicle and saved 
their lives. But he himself held on to the vehicle to enable 
them to get out. In the process his right leg come between 
the vehicle and an earthern bund causing injury to his right 
leg which was later amputated. The other two soldiers 
escaped unhurt. This act of sacrifice on the part of Lance 
Naik Ramaehandran saved the life of his two comrades. „ 

In this action Lance Naik Ramaehandran displayed exem- 
plary courage, initiative, determination and devotion to duty 
of an exceptional order. 

26. 6311955 Lance Nuik DHAN SINGH, 

Signals. 

The line communications route between T.eh and a sector 
Headquarters lies along a foot, track. The winter of 1977-78 
was so severe that the snow in this stretch had accumulated 
to a height of ten to fifteen feet and had disrupted the line 
communication route. As a result, the line detachment, 
deputed to repair the line, could not move farther than 8 
kilometres from Digar. Lance Naik Dhan Singh who was 
the Non-Commissioned Officer- in-Charge of the detachment 
at Sobu, was ordered to rectify the line fault. He left for 
Digarla along with his men on 8th April, 1978. He dis- 
covered that 200 metres of the line had been swept away by 
an avalanche. He and his men patched up the line by using 
interruption cable and after working continuously for two 
days the line route was completely repaired. This was a 
creditable accomplishment which was achieved by working in 
hazardous deep and soft snow and inhospitable terrain. 

Lance Naik Dhan Singh thus displayed exemplary courage, 
undaunted determination and devotion to duty of an excep- 
tional order. 


27. 4051792 Rifleman RAGHUBIR SINGH BUTOLA, 
Garhwal Rifle#. 


(Posthumous) 


Rifleman Raghubir Singh Butola was a member of a special 
patrol of a scouts’ battalion during August, 1977. Their area 
of responsibility extended from Harsil to Mana in J&K. The 
patrol had to move through steep snow covered mountains, 
dangerous glaciers and ice walls. Rifleman Butola was the 
leader of a subsidiary column of this patrol, While the party 
was negotiating a dangerous slope, one of the jawan fell sick 
and was unable to move. Rifleman Butola carried his 
luggage, in addition to his own, in order to help the sick 
comrade. 


On 9th August, 1977, while the patrol was negotiating a 
steep cliff, a loose rock' drifted down and hit u member of the 
team on his head. The individual lost his balance, slipped 
and fell down into a kbud. Without any loss of time Rifle- 
man Butola jumped after him, oblivious of risks to his own 
person and caught hold of the injured comrade. He lifted 
him up on his shoulders and started climbing back. In this 
act, he was completely exhausted and after having brought the 
comrade back to safe place, he fell down with severe heart 
attack. All efforts to revive him failed and he breathed his 
last. 


Rifleman Raghubir Singh Butola thus displayed exemplary 
courage, undaunted determination and devotion to duty of an 
exceptional order. 


28. 2570013 Sepoy NAVALURU VENKITESWARALU, 
Madras. 

On 2nd April, 1978, an Other Rank who was returning 
after delivering the mail at a forward post in the Western 
sector, was swept away by an avalanche down the steep 
slopes. On receipt of this information, a party of the Infantry 
jawans led by 2nd Lieutenant Sunil Chopra was detailed to 
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search and retrieve the jawan, Sepoy Navaluru Vcnkiteswa- 
ralu was a member of this search party. 

As the body of the missing Other Rank was not visible 
Lorn the place of accident, Sepoy Venkiteswaralu and 2nd 
Lt. Chopra went down the slippery cliffs with the help of 
ro-pcs to search it. At one stage 2nd Lieutenant Chopra 
slipped and rolled down the slopes but the alert and cautious 
Sepoy Venkiteswaralu soon took position and pulled the 
officer up by means of the rope. Because of the approaching 
darkness, the search was abondoned and the party returned. 

Next morning, the search parly went down the dangerous 
slopes again and, after a six hours long search, they were 
able to locate the dead body of the missing jawan. On 
appraisal of the situation, it was not found possible to bring 
the body back through the same slopes. The only alternative 
was to return through the. river Sutlej which was in spate. It 
was decided to put a rope across the river. This rope, which 
was put across the river by Sepoy Venkiteswaralu at grave 
risk to his own life, enabled the party to return safely to the 
base with the body of the jawan. 

Sepoy Navaluru Venkiteswaruln thus displayed great 
courage, determination and devotion to duly of an excep- 
tional order, 

29. 2967525 Sepoy SUKH PAL SINGH. 

Rajput. 

Sepoy Sukh Pal Singh was a member of a long range patrol 
panv i eel bv Captain R N Bhattachorji during 1978 in the 
Northern sector. On 25th May, 1978, it was raining heavily 
and the patrol was crossing a flooded nullah with the help of 
a rope fixed across it. Captain Bhattacharji commenced the 
crossing. When he was in the middle, a sudden gush of 
water made him lose his balance and he fell into the nullah 
and was washed away. Sepoy Sukh Pal Singh, who was the 
radio operator with the patrol, was standing some distance 
away. With utter disregard to his own safety, he immediately 
put the radio set on the ground and jumped into the nullah 
ten yards away from where Captain Bhattacharji had slipped. 
He soon go! at (be officer and rescued him despite fast 
current, 

In this action, Sepoy Sukh Pal Singh displayed exemplary 
courage, presence of rn : nd and devotion to duty of an excep- 
tional order. 

30. 9079897 Rifleman SAD1Q AHMFD 
J&K. Light Infant 1 -''. 

On 23rd March, 1978, four civilian porters engaged on 
administrative duties near Nastachhun Pass in Jammu and 
Kashmir were suddenly hit by an avalanche. A party of 
Army personnel, including Rifleman Sadiq Ahmed, which was 
sent to search and rescue the porters, also can' u ider an 
avalanche while enroute. The parly subsequently reorganis- 
ed itself and proceeded further immediately to carry out the 
search and rescue of the civilian purlers. 

Rifleman Sadiq Ahmed war. the first member to reach the 
site of accident and was able to pick up two of the four 
porters, who were buried neck deep in tile snow. He physi- 
cally carried one of the porters in an unconscious state to a 
place of safety. The continuous snow slides and heavy 
blizzards occuring at the site of accident, did not deter him 
from carrying out his mission. 

Rifleman Sadiq Ahmed thus displayed great courage, deter- 
mination and devotion to duty of an exceptional order- 

31. 13931225 Sepoy PACHKORT PASWAN, 

Army Medical Corps. 

On 30th May, 1977, Sepoy Pachkori Pas wan was a member 
of the medical relief team sent to provide medical aid to the 
victims of train accident near Khalibari, Assam. He was 
ordered by the Adjutant to form a stretcher squad and 
accompany him towards the far bank of the site of accident. 
He formed the stretcher squads, accompanied the Adjutant 
and crossed the river cm a bamboo raft. He evacuated the 
casualties by carrving them on his bead through shoulder 
deep and fast flowing water and brought them to safety. 

In this action. Sepoy Pachkori Paswan displayed great 
courage, determination and devotion to duty of an excep- 
tional order. 


32. 14219669 Signalman DINESH CHANDRA VYAS, 
Signals. 

A lire broke out in a village of Arunachal Pradesh, situated 
in the vicinity of Mashimpur Cantonment on 8th March, 
1978. In one of the houses engulfed by fire, a nine year old 
child was trapped inside. Amongst the crowd that had 
gathered at the site, parents of the child were also present. 
Whereas every body was shouting for help, no body dared 
risk his life to rescue the child. Signalman Dinesh Chandra 
vyas, who was a member of Army rescue team despatched 
to the> site, used his initiative. In full knowledge of the 
situation, he dashed into the house and rescued the. child 
before the whole house collapsed in a ball of fire. In the 
process, however. Signalman Vyas received savere burns on 
his body and had to be admitted to the hospital.

3. Squadron Leader BEREPU SREERAMA MURTHY 
(6555), 

Aeronautical Engineering (Mechanical). 

.Squndion Leader Pcrepu Sreerama Murthv joined the Air 
Force in 1962. Tu November, 1975. be took over ns Chief 
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Engineering Officer of a Transport Wing, By his managerial 
capability and sound professional knowledge, he made acrcdit- 
iibte contribution towards a high rate of serviceability and 
Safe operation of ageing Dakota aircraft. 

On learning about the loss of contact with the aircraft 
with Prime Minister on 4th November, 1977, Squadron 
Leader Murthy mobilised, with commendable speed, specialist 
and other vehicles with adequate manpower and equipment 
to proceed to the crash site for rescue work. On arrival at 
tiro crash site, he set forth to secure safety of the aircraft 
systems to prevent any explosion or outbreak of fire. Without 
any loss of time, he got the area, soaked with spilled fuel 
around the aircraft, cleared of all rescue and security per- 
sonnel approaching with naked flames and kerosene lamps. 
Undettcred by the risk involved, he manoeuvred through the 
narrow passages, surrounded by sharp and twisted structures, 
inside the crashed aircraft and isolated the sources of electri- 
cal power and also ensured that no risk of explosion existed 
from the chaiged bottles. Despite unsafe access to the fuel 
tanks, due to the aircraft testing on its belly and the darkness, 
he managed to plug me damaged met lines. 

A crash tender and an ambulance, struck in the slushy and 
damaged track, hail blocked the narrow approach to the 
crash site. This blockage affected the rescue operation to the 
extent that even the- car carrying the Prime Minister was held 
up for nearly half an hour. Squadron Leader Murthy 
'arranged for the recovery vehicles, equipment and manpower 
and got tile blockage cleared lo enable movement of alt 
lcscue vehicles and thus ensured speedy execution of the 
rescue operations. 

In this action, Squadron I .euder Pcrepu Sreerama Murthy 
displayed courage, determination, professional skill and devo- 
tion to duty of an exceptional order. 

4. Squadron Leader HARBINDER SINGH SIDHU 
(76821 Hying (Pilot) 

Squadron Leader Harbinder Singh. Sidhu has been on the 
posted strength of a Packet Aircraft Squadron since January, 
1974. He is a qualified Flying Instructor and has been in- 
structing on packet, aircraft since March, 1973. He has arn- 
nassed an enviable total of 4168 llymg hours to his credit, 
out of which 1 1 00 hours arc on instructional flights. He has 
considerably improved, the operational and categorisation 
■true of the squadron. As a result, the squadron not only 
cleared the back log in training of pilots caused due to 
grounding of packet aiicraft but also achieved the distinc- 
tion of second best categoiiscd squadron amongst all the 
trnnspoit squadrons in the Air Force for the year 1977. 

On the 6th April, 1978, during a night dual check sortie, 
he encountered a raie emergency not known in the history 
of packet flying. While going round at 300 feet Advanced 
Ground Landing, whlen the flaps were 'raised to lake ofE 
position, the starboard outbouid flap linkage gave way shift- 
ing the starboard outboard flap to the right which lifted the 
starboard aileron and acted as a lock to the airleron controls. 
The aircraft viciously rolled to the starboard. Undeterred 
by the seriousness of the situation, he maintained his presence 
of mind, decided to reduce power on port engine, landed on 
the runway with the. help of rudders alone and saved the air- 
craft and the precious lives of the crews from an impend- 
ing disaster. Tn tin earlier accident, he gave a similar 
account of his high professional skill anil cool headedness by 
crash landing on the runway at night when his aircraft was 
not able to maintain height duci to runway propeller soon 
after take oil. 

Squadron Leader Harbinder Singh Sidhu thus displayed 
courage, professional skill and devotion to duty of nn excep- 
tional order. 

5. Squadron Leader ASHOK AN AND THOSAR (8209) 
Flying (Pilot) 

Squadron l ender Ashok Anand Thosar has been in an 
operational Helicopter Unit in Western Sector since May, 
1076. He has to his credit 3600 hours of living, out of which 
2500 accident free hours have been on helicopters mainly 
over in hospitable terrain. Under his leadership, his unit, 
accomplished all operational tasks with great success and 
achieved the, distinction of winning Flight Safety Trophy for 
the year 1977 for the Accident Free Flying record. 


He has successfully undertaken innumerable operation*! 
missions, which included' VIP commitments, logistic support, 
relief operations and casualty evacuations. During August, 
1977, he gave an excellent account of his professional skill 
as a Chetak Helicopter Team Leader whi’le/copducting Flood 
Relief Operations in Delhi Area. Again, 6n 4th September, 

1977, he evacuated a dangerously ill Army lawan from *n 
unprepared and restricted helipad at a height of 13,500 feet 
and saved a valuable life. 

Squadron Leader Ashok Anand Thosar ha* thus displayed 
courage, professional skill and devotion to duty of an excep- 
tional order. 

6. Squadron Leader GOPALASAMUDRAM MAHA-* 
DEVAN VISWANATHAN (9056) 

Flying (Pilot). 

Squadron Leader Gopalasamudram Mahadcvan Viswa- 
nathan was commisioned in the Air Force in December, 1964. 
lie has been periorming the duties of a flight commander in 
a front line supersonic fighter Squadron since July, 1976. 
He has to his credit 1980 hours of Flying on various typts 
of aircraft of these 1625 houis are on jet fighters. He has 
maintained an accident-free flying record and it is for this un- 
bleminshed performance that the was commended by Chief 
ut the Air Stall on the 26th January, >978. 

On the ibtli March, 1978, ul about 1200 hours while 
Squadron Leader Viswanathan was performing the duties of 
a Senior Flying Supervisor in the Air Traffic at a Station, 
a fighter pilot was coming in for a landing alter Ids training 
sorlle. A bird hit the aircraft at a very low height just a lew 
second before landing. The young pilot decided to eject and 
transmitted his intentions on the Radio telephone. Squadron 
Leader Viswanathan, who was fully attentive, realised that the 
aircraft was at too low a height to permit a safe ejection. 
Without loosing even a fraction of a second, he advised the 
pilot to force land straight ahead and there after guided him 
on Radio telephone about the forced landing. His alertness 
<in duty and sound judgement helped in saving the valuable 
life of a young pilot as well as a valuable aircraft. 

Squadron Leader Gopalasamudram Mahadevan Viswa- 
nathan thus displayed exemplary professional competence and 
devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 

7. Flight Lieutenant SHA1I.ENDRA PRATAP SINGH 
(12036) Flying (Pilol) 

Flight T icutennnt Shailendra Pratap Singh has been on the 
posted strength of a Helicopter Unit since November. 1976. 
He has a record of nearly 1800 accident-free flying horns, 
lie has flown nearly 400 hours during 1978, a major portion 
of which was on operational role. 

Dining the (lood relief operations in Auyust-September, 

1978, Flight Lieutenant Shailendra flew nearly 1 00 hours on 
flood relief sorties in Kanpur, Lucknow and Varanasi. As 
an independent detachment commander, he ensured maximum 
posible flying sorties to make the relief work more effective. 
In utter disregard to his personal comforts, he carried out his 
task in a purposeful manner. He also worked hard for long 
hours to complete his assignment. 

Might Lieutenant Shailendra Pratap Singh has thus dis- 
played high determination, professional competence and 
devotion to duty of an exceptional order, 

8. Flight Lieutenant BIJENDER STNGH SIWACH 

(12413) Flying (Pilot) 

Flight Lieutenant Bijender Singh Siwach was commissioned 
in the Indian Air Force in June, 1970. Tic has served, with 
credit, in various Helicopter units cver-since bis commission. 
At present he is performing the duties of a Flight Adjutant 
in an Air OP Squadron. The officer has been an asset to 
the .Squadron and on more than one occasion, he has per- 
formed flying tasks out side the call of his normal duties. 

On the 7ih July, 1977, Flight Lieutenant Siwach was called 
upon to rescue five casualties of an Army Mountaineering 
Expedition from Man Kun peak area in Shafat Glaciers. The 
pilot had no previous knowledge of the terrain and used his 
professional skill to locate and evacuate casualties from, an 
altitude of 17,000 feel. This hazardous task was performed 
in the face of adverse climatic conditions and he hud to carry 
out three sorties to evacuate the five serious casualties. This 
flying operation took over six hours. 
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In this action, Flight Lieutenant Bijender Singh ISiwach 
displayed high professional competence, determination, 
courage, and devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 

9. 400800 Junior Warrant Officer KHAMAN SINGH 
SUBBA Instrument Fitter 


Junior Warant Officer Khaman Singh Subba was posted as 
the JWO in-charge of the Helicopter Detachment. On the 
2nd September, 1979, there was only one helicopter with the 
Detachment and it was utilised to carry out flood relief ope- 
rations in and around Midnapore town in West Bengal bet- 
ween 1430 hours and 1800 hours. Servicing and float fitment 
were carried out on this helicopter till early morning on 3rd 
September, 1978, and the relief operations were further inten- 
sified with the arrival of 5 more Chetaks that day. The 
Detachment, with its fleet of 6 helieoptcis, actively partici- 
pated in the flood relief operations till 9th September, 1978 
and earned appreciation from all concerned. 


Ail this achievement was possible because ot the untiring 
eflorts put in by Junior Warrant Officer Subba in maintaining 
these aircraft. By his tact and professional skill, he effectively 
utilised the meagre resources and limited manpower available 
to him. He kept up the morale of his men high by personal 
example. He remained with them for long hours and guided 
and supervised, their activities which icsulted in quick and 
systematic turn-round of the helicopter- 

junior Warrant Officer Khaman Singh Subba thus displayed

Wing Commander Manjit Singh Dhillon was commissioned 
in the Air Force in 1963. He has undergone advanced Heli- 
copter courses in foreign countries and is in command of a 
Helicopter Base at present. He h(as over 4500 hours 
helicopter flying to his credit. He has taken part in the 1965 
and 1971 Indo-Pak conflicts. He was awarded Vir Chakra 
for gallantry during Indo-Pak Conflict, 1971. 

The Bhagirathi river experienced unprecedented, floods 
during August, 1978. Wing Commander Manjit Singh 
Dhillon conducted the relief operations and under ins guid- 
ance, 35 tons of food and other supplies were airlifted to 
stranded pilgrims within a short period. He also directed 
the evacuation of 362 old and infirm pilgrims and parties of 
school and college students. 

Immediately after the floods in the Bhagirathi river, on the 
night of 3rd September, 1978, All India Radio broadcast a 
warning of expected floods in the areas adjoining Sharanpur, 
Kamal and Delhi. Wing Commander Manjit Singh Dhillon 
anticipated that there would be a requirement of relief opera- 
tions in the Western UP area. He, therefore, immediately 
mounted Helicopter Flights to monitor the flow of water in 
the river Yamuna and, therefore, directed relief and supply 
dropping missions in the Western UP and the Haryana sectors 
till the floods in the Yamuna receded. Throughout the period 
of relief operations commencing from the middle of August, 
1978, till their relief operations commencing from the middle 
of August, 1978, till their completion in mid September, 1978, 
Wing Commander Dhillon worked tirelessly and it was by 
his singular determination and dauntless efforts that relief 
was provided in the shortest possible time to (he affected 
ureas. 

Throughout these operations, Wing Commander Manjit 
Singh Dhillon has displayed initiative, professional compe- 
tence and devotion to duty of an exceptional order.
